The ur,ent necessity for 
enforcing these sanitary measures, against 
which they so bitterly complained, was 
explained, but Ohinese prejudice, begotten 
of will o' the wisp wisdom and added 
to by centuries of ever-growing ignorance, 
is'not easily overcome. Reason would not 
he listened to nor, well-meant advice 
taken. The Chinese would resent—defy,’ 
if necessary, the introduction of Western 
notions which’ to them were unpalatable! 
Rumours of the fiendish doings of foreign 
doctors were put in circulation and some 
of the leading discontents gavea practical 
illustration of the fomenting indignation 
by attacking, and maltreating one of the 
most enlightened Chinese gentlemenin the 
community, because he had: been found 
guilty of sympathising with and assisting 
inthe promulgation of alleged nefarious 
foreign ideas for.the suppression of 
an epidemic which. was. dally thinning 
the population of Tai-ping-shan and 
other classic regions, of the Island 
of Fragrant Streams! Hante it Is that 
the Telegraph takes particular pleasure 
in commending and supporting the spirited 
line of actlon ‘decided on and lucidly 
expressed by ‘Sir Wixtiam Rostnson.to a 
deputation of Chinese citizens that waited 
on him yesterday. The theory that con- 
sideratlon and feibaaranes ate qualities 
which when, exercised by the strong: 
towards the weak reflect naught but honor 
and credit on the power exercising them, 
does not often hold. good in the Orient. 
Here ‘they are construed into thinly veiled 
admissions of weakness. “Prompt and 
energetic action saves no end of trouble 
in the long run, and.upon the firm attitude 
which he has determined to assume, both 
the Governor and the community generally

Prejudice, but of human lives, when 
milder measures fail.

ment! Pure Chinese reasoning this with a 
vengeance. Howevary the most probable 
outlet for their stupid resentment will be in 
organising strikes among the working 
classes with a view to crippling trade; 
indecd, a, hint in this direction may be 
gathered from the conduct of the water 
population to-day. The owners of cargo- 
boats and other craft have discontinued 
work, much to. ‘the - inconvenience’ 
of'shipping, but Ignorance and superstition 
may be responsible for this rather than 
preconcerted plans.
